THE PAST AND THE FUTURE.

When the grandfather of the present Duke of Richmond formed 
* » @ racecourse on Harroway, upwards of sixty years ago, it was little 
*< theaght the Goopwoop turf réunions would be so attractive as the 

are now. But it was the late Lord George Bentinck who did so as A 
for the gatherings in the ducal park of Sussex ; and he had got racing 
to such perfection there that as early as in 1830 the present excellent 
stand was obliged to be erected. Since then no end of improvements 
have been effected to ensure the comfort and convenience of all 
classes, from the heir-apparent to the British Throne, downwards. 
Since wo visited the course last season a new stand for jockeys and 
trainers has been erected, with weighing rooms, printing office, &o. 
on the basement. The Grand Stand itself has been newly painted an 
we-déecorated; and many important little attentions paid to the 
lawn, the saddling paddock, and the running ground. In some 
places, where the herbage was thick, the latter afforded some 
excellent going; but on the far side of the course the 
ground was exceedingly hard, and thongh we had some beauti- 
ful rains during the week they were not heavy enough to render 
tho course elastic in parts where it was most needed. The frequency 
of the showers did not materially affect tho attendance, and the 
beautiful lawn at intervals was patronised by the ‘noblest and 
fairest’ of the Jand.” The Prince and Princess of Wales, and the 
Duke of Edinburgh, attended by Major Grey, the Hon, E. Yorke, &c., 
evossed over from Osborne on Monday afternoon in the Royal Yacht 
Alberta, with the PS of heal ee daca v2 ne at ; and on 

nding their Royal Hignesses proceeded directly to Good wood, special! 
eprete the hospitality of the Duke of Richn ond for the es Weak, 
and to “assist ” in the turf festivities. A distinguished party, of course, 
were invited to meet the Royal poten sees: The Duke of Edin- 
burgh, however, was the guest of the Prince and Princess Edward 
of Saxe Weimar, at Molecomte; and several large parties of fashionables 
were formed for the week in theneighbourhood. The Earland Countess of 
Stamford were at Bognor; and the Duke of Beaufort, accompanied by a 
numerous circle, occupied his old quarters at that favourite watering 
lace, which, as well as the adjacent seaside retreats of Littlehampton, 
orthing, Emsworth, and Havant, were more full than ever. Not 
a house was to be had there, and as much as £150 had been refused 
for the hire of one for a week only! Brighton was extensively 
patrouised by the holders of the five guinea tickets’ which the 
wondon, Brighton, and South Coast Company so liberally issae for 
the fortnight over which the Goodwood, Brjghton, and Lewes meet- 
inga extend. The arrival of horses commenced as early as Friday, 
and by Wednesday somewhere about two hundred of the competitors 
were stabled in if Goodwood district, upwards of eighty of which 
had arrived from Newmarket by a special train. The new saddling 
paddock, which adjoined the Grand Stand inclosure, and extended for 
more than one hundred yards in the direction of Trundle-hill, was a 
great boon, No stools, dogs or betting-list were allowed in the en- 
closures; but Mesers. Valentine and Wright, the great bookmakers, 
were allotted the same piece of ground they occu ied last year, near 
the booths at the Jower end, to which vicinity all list boxes were con. 
fined, Messrs, V. and W. sub-letting them to responsible parties pale: 
This was a special understanding, at the desire of the Duke of Rich.

On Tuesday evening last, the first meeting of this great club, which 
has for its object the promotion of physical education and Olympian 
games, took place, and consisted of a series of swimming races in the 
‘Thames, above Teddington Lock.

The starts took place frem a tent-covered. punt, 
provided by Mr. Messenger. The prizes were—one silver medal and 
two bronze medals each for a quarter of a mile, half a mile, and mile 
race, and amateurs alone were allowed to compete. 

Mr. Latey kindly consented to act as referee, Mr. South being um- 
pire. The proceedings commenced with a quarter of a mile race.— 
Messrs. J- T. Jones (German Gymnasium Society), A. Henderson 
(Southampton Athletic Society), 8. Bentall (London Swimming 
Club), G. Gardner (of the same club), W. Tyler and Harry Jeffs 

National Swimming Club), H. Nurse (Brighton), and H. Taylor 
London), started at the pistol shot. “For half the distance, Tyler 
swam with the lead, Jeffs and Anderson a few yards behind, and 
Nurse next; here Jeffs, with a splendid side stroke, passed Tyler. 
Jeffs kept the lead to the goal, winning six yards ahead of Tyler, 
having swum tho distance in 6 min. 55 sec., the wind blowing the water 
dead against him the whole way, Nurse was third, Anderson fourth, 
and Gardner fifth. Half-mile race.—The same signal started Messrs. 
G. Henderson (Liverpool Athletic Society), G@. H. Vize (London), and 
O, Nurse (Brighton). Henderson led up to 600 yards, where Vize 
passed him, and went in a winner about twenty yards ahead of him, 
Nurse being last. Vize’s time in doing the mile was 14 min. 11 sec, 
The mile race was the contest of the evening. Out of the seventeen 
who entered, six competed, their names being H. Moore and W. 
Adams (both of the London Swimming Club), Charles Whyte (Ser- 
pentine Swimming Club), and J. Sampson, J. Cole, and W. Orinian, 
all three Londoners. There was a very straggling start, Adams 
diving last, and swimming back, thinking there had been a false start. 
Tho rest, however, not being recalled, he turned and dashed bravely 
after them. Ploughing through the wavelets with a clipping side- 
stroke, Adams caught up to the leaders ere 300 yards had been swum, 
leaving White and Fampson far behind; and successively passing 
Orinian, J. Cole, and Moore, from whom he wrested the lead, he 
eventually won about forty yards ahead of J. Cole, behind whom 
Moore swam in third, while (Crinian giving in at three-quarters of a 
mile) Sampson was fourth, and Whyte last, the last two, however, 
being completely outpaced. Adams's time was 22 min. 55 sec.; Cole's, 
24 min. 7 sec.; and Moore's 27 min. 10 sec. 


Lonpon Swimminc Ciun.—A very praiseworthy effort has been 
made by this club to neutralise the danger at present experienced from 
cramp by instituting prizes for swimming with the arms only, the 
legs being tied.

The Atlantic Telegraph 
is laid. As soon as the communie:tion was cumpleted the following messsage 
was transmitted from the Queen to tue President ofthe United States. “The 
Queen congratulates the President on the successful completion of an under- 
taking which she hopes may serve as an addition«l boud of union be:ween 
the United States and England,” Tho President has replied as follows:— 
‘* The President of the United States acknowledges with profound gratification 
the receipt of her Maje,ty’s despatch, and cordially reciprocates the hope that 
the cable that now unites the eastern and western hemispheres may serve to 
strengthen and perpetuate peace and amity between the Government of 
England and the Republic of the Unites States,” 

A flower show instituted for the improvement of the poorer classes was held in 
the grounds of the 7th Rifles, Kennington-road, on Wednesday. The inhabi- 
tants of the New-cut, Lambeth, exhibited some excellent specimens, 

A public meeting was held on Tuesday at Camden Hail, Camden-town, to 
consider the best means of obtaining a bathing place for the people in the 
Regent's-park. Dr, Lankerter warmly advocated the adoption of the system of 
persons bathing together in complete costume. 

The Reformers had a series of demonstrations on Monday night, There 
were gatherings at Primrose-hill, Olerkenwell-green, Chelsea, and tho 
Caledonian-road, and as many processions from those points to the Agricultural 
Hall, Islington, where all passed off quietly. 

The annual meeting.of the Volunteer.ArtilleryAssociation is in full swing 
at Shoeburyness. It began on Tuesday with a competition for the Lords 
and Commons’ prizes, It was carried off by the third Sussex, (Eastbourne), 
who made 28 points. 

A horrible murder has just shocked even the stagnant moral perceptions of 
the lowest purlious of St, Giles, An interesting little boy was found ina cellar 
there, suspended by the neck. The perpetrator is supposed to be his father, a 
dissipated tailor named Jeffreys, who has not yet been apprehended. 

The Cholera is making steady progress in and about London. This weeks 
return of the Registrar-General states that 1,253 deaths in the week have been 
registered from cholera and diarrhoea, 904 from the former and 349 from the 
latter. The deaths by cholera in the last five weeks have been 6, 14, 32, 346, 
and 904; and by diarrhoea 67, 102, 150, 221, and 349. Of the aggregate deaths 
from these two diseases (namely 1,253), 924 took place in the six districts of 
Bethnal-green, Whitechapel, St. George's-in-the-East, Stepney, Mile-end Old 
Town, and Poplar, including Bow. Amongst the victims are Dr. Ansell, the 
meritorious heaith officer, and Mr. Ceeley, clerk to the Board of Works. In 
Liverpool, of the 440 deaths returned last week, 87 were referred to cholera 
(against 45 in the preceding week). Deaths from the same cause are also re- 
turned from Southampton, 24; Manchester and Salford, 8 ; Bristol, 2; Sheffield, 
2; Leeds, 4; Newcastle-on-Tyne, 2; and Hull, 3. The Registrar says that in 
London the nuisances inspection and removal is ins»fficient. 

The customary Lord Mayor’s banquet to Her Majesty’s Ministers came off 
at the Mansion House, on Wednesday night. It was a magnificent affair, and 
speeches were delivered on the occasion by Lord Derby, Lord Chelmsford, 
and the Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

The wife of “Counsellor Kelley,” of the great City burglaries was charged at 
the Clerkenwell Police-office, on Wednesday, with stealing 10s, 6d., from the 
bar of the ‘‘ Peacock” in Clerkenwell, and remanded. 

It is stated by the captain of the Bavaria, now at Southampton, that the 
man who died on board on Tuesday from cholera, ate 18 eggs and two pounds 
of cherries on Sunday before he was taken ill! 

Mrs. Brown has packed up her umbrella, her pattens,and other parapher- 
nalia, inclusive of Brown, and is all but ready to start on a visit to Mrs. 
Partington. In other words, Arthur Sketchley, the talented contributor to 
Fun, proceeds to the United States. Next week is his last in London, 

The Emperor Napoleon has shewn himself to be a real peacemaker, for we 
have happily no accounts of any further fighting, and the war may now be

REARING GOLD AND SILVER PHEASANTS. 
’ The following admirable article on this subject by a high practical 
authority is from the Poultry Chronicle :— n 
There are certainly no varieties of our domestic poultry so beautifully 
resplendent in the feather as those above named, and as the writer has 
kept them many years with success a few hints, may, at least to some

be very considerable, even in the interval of a few minutes), I would 
not advise anyone to place such valuable pheasants in an exposed 
situation till thus provided with a proper security. As these birds are 
always valued for their beauty, as well as the compnsrative ease with 
which they may be reared, it will add considerably to the perfection of 
their plumage to place a sufficiency of perches for their accomodation ; 
not spare and thin ones, but the best are made of deal spars about an 
inch and a half square, the sharp edges being taken off with a plane. 
This will prevent their tails rubbing, and whether intended for attrac- 
tion or sale, add not a little to their value. 

In selecting the brood stock, a cock with four or even five hens will 
be a fair proportion; but always bear in mind the eggs laid to a young 
cock (of either the gold or silver pheasants) the spring following the 
year in which he was hatched will bs uaprolific until he has assumed 
the adult plumage, and this takes place when about a twelvemonth 
old. {£ always.prefer a cock bird of the second year, and hens too 
(simply because they then lay far moro eggs), but the eggs of pullets of 
the preceding year are productive with a male, as above stated. The 
young hens will only lay ten or twelve eggsin a season, but the older 
birds when carefully managed will frequently lay thirty to forty eggs 
inthe same period. | These eggs require a longer incubation than those 
of common fowls, as they generally hatch on the twenty-fourth day, 
though I have repeatedly known them continue in tho shell a day 
longer; therefore, if desirous of rearing a chicken or two with them 
(to insure greater familiarity), the fowls’ eggs must be deposited ac- 
cordingly, as nothing tends so sadly to unsettle a hon at hatchiug time 
as some portion of her chicks coming a day or so previously to the 
remainder, and often leads to the most obstinate desertion of her nest. 

I would suggest that all egge should be at once removed from both 
golden and silver pheasants directly ‘they are laid; tho latter being 
especially inclined to peck and eat.them the moment they are produced, 
The best remedy I know is to procure half a dozen artificial eggs, 
and let them lie about always, and then the birds, seeing them con. 
stantly, regard them less... This will be found quite as useful in respect 
to fowls that eat their eggs, and is the most effective plan I myself am

day). Thore wasa band of-music, an efficient staff of officials, and 
ample arrangements for carrying out the gala most successfully, but 
the high wind and pelting rain put a damper on the affair. Notwith- 
standing the loss sustained by the amphibious ‘ Professor,” he liberally 
gave some prizes to be competed for in an off-hand handicap, distance

Schofield, 4, first; Shaw,18; and 
Elliott, 20. Won easily. For heat four nocompetitors appeared. For 
the deciding heat 5 to 4 was laid agst Dunlop, 2 to 1 agst Schofield, 
and 5 to 1 agst Blackstock.

beginners,” be acceptable. They may with proper care be reared 
perfectly tame, but have always a decided. tendency to bea good deal 
alarmed at the sudden appearance of a strange dog, cat, or even an 
individual; for which reason only I think it quite advisable they 
should be pinioned if allowed an out of door run, lest they may be 
tempted to fly away, or on to the surrounding buildings; for, unlike 
common poultry, they are only tempted to return with great difficulty, | 
and the moment they get from their accustomed range seem as wild 
and uncontrollable as birds reared at largo in a state of nature. As 
this can be easily managed without the slightest detriment to tho ap- 
pearance of the bird, it may save a great deal of trouble and vexation 
to keep this rule invariably. I admit [have known many kept for years 
in walled yards without Joss or even’ accident; bu’ this is decidedly 
the exception-to the general rule. Lot it, too, always be kept in mind, 
in handling pheasants (or feathered game of any kind) never to lay 
hold of the legs or by a wing, foran injury is certain to ‘ensue; but 
take up the bird with both hands tightly rouud ths body over the 
wings. This is tho only safe way of capture,'and then they may be 
taken about without any injury at all,either to their plumago or them- 
aolves. be re a i 

I would myself advise aviaries for their accommodation covered in 
entirely from the rain, as nothing tends so much to keep them in per- 
fect feather; and then it will not be by any means diflicult to guard 
them against another great annoyanca—vyiz., cata prowling about 
during the night and at twilight. From thiscause nambers of pheasants 
of either kind have been destroyed, not from an actual hart received 
from the cat herself, but from tho birds, in their affright and conster- 
nation, flyiag furiously against the roof or- the wirework, and lite- 
rally scalping themselves. All this may be prevented. by lotting a 
‘‘tar-shest” be fixed clo:ely every night, to cover the whole of the 
open work of the aviary: Tt has this double Servics: it prevents sud- 
den rain wetting the sanded floor and causing damp (producing 
rheumatism in tho iamates), aud by being opaque prevents the 
shadow of cats passing being seen; fpr invariably if they see cats’ at 
night the birds will fly, and thus seriously damages themselves, I 
found simple canvas for this purpos? of no use whatever, being semi- 
transpirent ; the tar-sheet is effective, from its density, It is on 
moonlight nights that the greatest danger is to be feared, for on these 
ocsasions the cats come very long distances, attracted no ‘doubt 
by scent, and when they have once found your birds 
will ‘be sure to psy them almost nightly visits, as they 
appear to follow them with greater avidity thau aed other 
birds. As cortainty of tr fling expense at the onset 1s far preferable to 
the danger of neglect and the losses it occasions after wards (that may

moro easily than the common pheasant of our preserves, the young 
growing with incredible rapidity if well and frequently fed on curds, } 
boiled eggs, good old cheese—all chopped fine—and mixed with bruised 
hemp and canary seed. The maggot produced in flesh from the blue 
iy (that annoys our larders 80 sadly in summer time) will tend very: 
greatly to their rapid improvement. I am perfectly aware that ants’ 
eggs are preferable, but when these are not available in your locality 
this will be found an excellent substitute, and should be given daily till 
the poults are somewhat considerably grown. Wheat, hemp, and barley 
are the best food for the old stock. It is somewhat singular that 
neither variety will agree comfortably with the common pheasants 
in a wood; notwithstanding I have frequently seen the hybrids 
produced between, both thess kinds and tho common pheasant. 
Both are very beautiful of their kind, the half-bred golden 
being of a strikingly rich auburn, shading into every 
lvariety of gold colour; whilst ‘‘the pencillings” of the hybrid 
silvor are not equalled by any of the gorgeous plumage we see 
in bird-skins from foreign climes. I have had opportunitios of seeing 
them constantly for some years, but will add that such an offspring 
invariably was unprolific, and sought every possible opportunity to 
evince their pugnacity to all other birds confined with them, Both 
soldenand silver pheasents will endure every severity of our climate. 
Some* years since I sent some eggs of the latter, from which birds 
were hatched and turned loose in a large plantation; they bred freely 
the ensuing year, and well stocked the preserve, from which the year 
following some withdrew to a covert at some considerable distance, 
‘and driving away the common pheasant, took possession of the whole. 
(Many were purposely shot the next winter, but proved by no means 
‘so well-flavoured an addition to our dinner-table as thoir less gaudy 
brethren, Some golden pheasants’ eggs which I forwarded as a pre- 
sent to’a friend whose preserves are among the largest in the king- 
dom, were last season (very early) hatched and turned loose; these 
‘bore all the rigours of winter as well as any others, but in the spring 
‘began to show a decided aversion to their fellows of nore sombre hue. 
The flesh of the golden is fur preferable to-that of the silver pheasant, 
The crest feathers and “ the cowl” (or neck feathers) are those 60 unl- 
versally coveted by our fishermen, and are always saleable at high 
prices: for this reason a careful amateur will diligently look after them

DOGGETT’S COAT AND BADGE. 

This old-established affair came off on Wednesday last, under the 
usual circumstances of the course being crowded with craft of all 
kinds anxious to see the race, which, added to the usual traffic on the 
busiest part of the river, makes this anything but a fair specimen of 
sculling. Nodoubt, when Mr. Thomas Doggett instituted this race 
he had no idea that the Thames, from London-bridge to Chelsea, 
would be anything like it appears at the present day, and it would be 
a great improvement to the race,and advantage to all ccncerned if 
the course were moved higher up, as has been done in many other 
old established annual regattas. From the Swan at London-bridge 
to the Swan at Chelsea every spot was crowded that would afford a 
glimpse of the race, and many who had not the slightest idea of the 
names or respective hailing-places of any of the competitors, felt as 
much interested and cheered them on as though they had heaps of 
money on it. In reality, however, this is considered no betting race, 
from the great disadvantages attendant on the course, which we have 
just mentioned. The conditions of this encounter are that all water- 
men on the river Thames (Irom Oxford to Gravesend) during the first 
year after the expiration of their apprenticeship are entitled toa draw, 
there beiug six numbered cards in the lottery, the possessors of which, 
on payment of a nominal fee, are entitled to contend forthe much- 
coveted honour, the first man receiving the coat and badge, with a 
guinea added by the Fishmongers’ Company ; the second £4 17s. 9d., 
and the third £2 18s. 9d., both latter being interest on money invested 
by the late Sir William Jolliffe for that purpose. The Fishmongers’ 
Company also present the fourth man with £1 11s. 6d., and the two ©: 
last (provided they row all the way), with a guinea each, The 
weather was very rough, a strong wind blowing dead against the 
rowers, aud although Oannon-street bridge did not preseut the same 
formidable aspect as last year, yet at Blackfriars the water was 80 
turbulent that many anticipated an accident would take place.

We can then form a better and fairer judgment of the 
matter, and more particularly trace to their ori in the causes of our 
representative's defeat, supposing the-Nova Scotian’s despatch to be 
correct, How Kelley could gain an easy victory over Hamill is some- 
thing we cannot understand.” SIR 

The Turf, however, takes a somewhat differont views|1t says :—“‘As 
we expected it would be all the whlie, America has , vanquished 
again. Hamill, according to;the last advices from England, has not 
only suffered one, but two defeats. ‘The championship belongs to 
Kelley, and it appears that he conquered the Américan with the 
greatest ease. Hamill deserves credit for pluck, if nothing more, He 
crossed the Atlantic and boldly sueliecend the champion of England to 
a contest. | We have the decision, and it isagainst us. We are not 
depressed ; for to us, at least, the disappointment is not a bitter one. 
From the first, we believed that Hamill would be defeated. He should 
have deferred his visit to England until he had become more proficient 
aga rower. The affair, from the commencement, has not been con- 
ducted so as to reflect very great honour upon the American nation, so 
that the news of the defeat of the Pennsylvanian will not make much 
impression upon the leading, intelligent class of our countrymen. The 
next time we have an international affair, we truat that it will be so 
arranged as to excite the interest of the whole, and not simply « portion, 
of our people.”

Mr. W. R. Waldron, who bas opened this house for an autumn 
season, has gathered around him, principally, as it seems, from the 
provinces, a very good working company. On Saturday Jast was 
produced for the first time in London a ‘‘new and original drama,” 
called ** Look on the Bright Side; or, 1t’s Better Late than Never.” 
The piece is a sensation piece, and as such is well constructed, and 
interesting. Morethan this, it must be pronounced a success, in that 
sense of the word which indicates that it was well received by the 
audience. On the night of its production the expressions of approval 
elicited from a large audience were neither few nor far between, and 
the more salient situations and sensation “ effects” were received with 
great demonstrationsof delight. For the “originality ” of the drama 
We can say but little, though we might sayeven less. We might be 
curt and simpiy say ‘stolen;” but we prefer to be complacent and say 
instead ‘adapted from Mr. Charles Reade.” The piece is indeed a 


very neat and rather barefaced adaptation of Mr. Charles Reade’s ‘* It is 
Never too Late to Mend.” Most of the characters but flimsily disguised, 
and most of the situations but slightly modified, of the last-men- 
tioned drama are retained ; but the action has been to a considerable 
extent re-modelled. This re-modelling has, as we said before, been 
neatly done, and we are not at all sure but what, so far, and as regards 
the construction of the drama gsnerally, ‘Look on the Bright Side” 
is the better piece of the two. The manifest plagiarism however, is 
a thing that must be reprobated. The principal character is one Tom Col- 
lins, &@ well disposed and unjustly accused and imprisoned ‘“ London 
Arab,” This character corresponds with Tom Robinson of Mr. Réade’s 
drama. We have Tom Collins and a similar character to Josephs as 
heroes of a “‘prison scene” almoat identical in sentiment to that notorious 
second act of “Itis Never too late to Mend.” And, afterwards, we 
have Collins in Australia where he meets Harry Maydew, the young 
farmer who has been banished through the riachinations of John 
Hardman, the latter’s motive being designs upon the young farmer's 
betrothed. Then we have the ingonuous ‘‘native,” vice Jackey 
(this “native,” however, is somehow so little unto the Australian 
manner born asto indulge in song and sentiment on the subject of 
slavery), the benevolent Jew, and the “creature” of Hardman 
correspcending to Crawley: , The Jew is made to do duty for Mr. 
Reade’s two characters, the Jew and the prison chaplain ; and while 
combining the several individualities of those characters contrives, if 
anything, to be more benevolent than the two put together. In 
Australia we have a capitally worked-up sensation scene which is a 
sort of amalgamation of the rope feat of Rene de Pardillan in ‘‘The 
Hugonot Captain,” and the descent of Harry Kavanagh in “ The 
Peep o’Day,” the object being the rescue from the ruffianly bush- 
rangeré of a wandering fentale, which female turns out to be a London 
milkmaid, the sweetheart of Tom, who appears to have gone to 
Australia for no other reason than the being rescued in this way. 
This scene brought down the act drop with eclat and secured a 
tremendous call for the principals. The acting generally was quite up 
to the requirements of the various parts, the most meritorious efforts 
being the Mary Primrose of Miss Rosalind Beckett, the Joe of Miss 
Julia Kemble, the Jew of Mr. H. Dudley, and the Tom Oollins 
W. R. Waldron. Mr. Waldron was 
several degrees too gentlemanly for a ‘Street Arab,” but, 
otherwise, the personation was impressive. Miss Rosalind 
Beckett’s acting was marked by much vivacity and point. Miss 
Julia Kemble's pathos in the part of Joe was equally praiseworthy 
and effective. And the quaint and humorous acting of Mr. H. Dudley, 
as the Jew, drew frequent and deserved recognition from the audience, 
Miss Fitzroy played Mildred Hearton; Mr. Oourtley, Toady Hunks; 
Mr. Frank Allen, Harry Maydew; and Mr, Hammonde, John Hardman. 
Other members of the company who took part in this and the follow- 
ing piece, ‘' The Wicklow Boys,” were Mesdames Lawrence Smythe, 
Desborough, and Volmar, and Messrs. G. Peel, H. Lynn, Fred. 
Beckett, Lever, H. Lane, and Henry. The management of this house 
should moderate the exuberance of the gallery, in so far as it takes the 
form of an intermittent indulgence in whistling between the acts. The 
combitied efforts of this part of the audience were ear-piercing to a 
really annoying extent.

LONDON MUSIC HALLS. 


OxroRD.—This hall, from the first one of the most beautiful in the 
metropolis, has lately been re-decorated, the effect being exceedingly 
brilliant.. The sntertainments continue to be of a decidedly high class 
character, and to attract the best audiences. The ‘selections,’ as 
heretofore, take the foremost rank in the attention of the ac eartaet a

Eurardo has just cof- 
cluded his highly successful first engagement in London, and proceeds, 
we believe immediately, into the provinces. His performance is, as we 
have testified to before, in the highest degree wonderful, but at the 
same time it is tedious, and unless the spectator is at a great distance 
from the stand, the protracted staring up is calculated for cricking his 
neck, Messrs. Davies and Duriab have the nigger eloment all to them- 
selves, and are really oxtremely droll. They pounce, too, upon the 
topics of the day with ready wit, and so contrive to be always new. 
A rigmarole story illustrative of the Hyde Park disturbances, the gist 
of which was that the police had no right to keep the people out of 
the parks, produced on the night of our visit quite a demonstration of 
applause, with just a sufficient counter demonstration of hisses to prove 
the rule, Amaccident to one of the duo of athletes, Persivani and 
D'Ronde, has compelled their: withdrawal for the present.

Its un- 
rolling, however, elicited much applause, and this resolved iteelf into 
a hearty call for the artist, who, responding in a very modest manner, 
was summoned yet again before the curtain. The Brothers Bal, the 
jugglers of the.old ball and dagger school have just concluded an 
engagement of several weeks duration.

Other of the late additions to the 
programme’ ‘are “Jolly Nash,” the Sisters Chambers, Mr. Ernest 
Fox. and Joe Lund. Mr. Nash’s laughing songs, spite of the more 
than questionable taste of at least one of them, would move a stoic to 
laughter.
